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Detroit Cops Grab Ford Union Leaders 
USE REUTHER SHOOTING AS EXCUSE

DETROIT, April 22.—Progressive leaders of Ford 
Local 600 today were picked up in a witch-hunting police 
dragnet purportedly in connection with the shooting of 
Walter Reuther, UAW president. 


Fifty-nine prominent Detroiters immediately issued 


a statement denouncing the round-up as “nothing but an 
effort to divert the search for Walter P. Reuther’s assail- 
ant into a witch-hunt of labor leaders, liberals and alleged 
Communists.” 


Local union officials reported that at 2 p.m. William 
G. Grant, candidate for vice-president on the anti-Reuther 
ticket in the local elections, was taken from the plant by 
police. Nelson Davis, prominent Negro leader of the River 
Rouge Production Foundry has also been picked up. Percy 
Llewellyn, candidate for president of the local on an anti- 
Reuther ticket was held in Ford’s labor relations depart- 


ment this afternoon by the company till police came for . 


him. Shelton Tappes, Negro leader, was taken from the 
local offices by detectives. 


WORKERS ANGRY 


The Ford local headquarters was jammed with angry 
protesting workers who demanded action from local union 
leaders against this arrest of progressives, reportedly for 
“questioning.” 

Thomas Thompson reported that when he called police 
headquarters he was told that he too “will be probably call- 
ed in for questioning.” Thompson said that he did not be- 
lieve “any of president Reuther’s political opponents with-

NLRB Examiner. 
Rules Printers 
Violate T-H | 


WASHINGTON, April 22 (UP).— 
William R. Ringer, the National 
Labor Relations Board chief trial 
examiner, ruled today that the “no 
contract” policy of the International 
Typographical Union, AFL, violates 
the Taft-Hartley Act. 


He urged the board to require 
the ITU to rewrite its constitution, 
by-laws, rules, directions and poli- 
cles to conform with the act. 

If the five-member board ap- 
proves his findings, its “cease and 
desist” order could be enforced by 
the Federal courts. 

Ringer accused the ITU and its 
Baltimore local, No. 12, of eight 
Taft-Hartley Act violations in their 
relations with the Graphic Art 
League, which represents 22 com- 
mercial printing firms in Baltimore. 
His findings would affect the par- 
ent union’s relations with nearly all 
newspaper publishers as well as 
printing shops. 

MORE DRASTIC 

In some respects, his recommen- 
dations go far beyond terms of the 
temporary injunction obtained in 
Chicago by Robert N. Denham, 
NLRB general counsel. The order, 
issued by Federal Judge Luther M, 
Swygert, had directed the ITU and 
striking members of its Chicago lo- 
cal to halt alleged “unfair prac- 
tices” and to bargain in good faith 
with publishers of seven Chicago 
dailies. 

After Denham's complaint, Ringer 
said, the Baltimore local changed 
strategy and dropped its determi- 
nation not to sign a contract for 
a policy of demanding “unusual 
contract provisions because of the 
unusual law.”

E ITALIAN ELECTION did not pro- 
duce a clear-cut decision, and has not 
settled any of Italy’s basic problems. The 
results show a profound stalemate of op- 
posing forces, which is also characteristic 
of France. The parties of capitalism try to main- 
tain themselves by promises of reconstruction, pin- 
ning their main hopes on the Marshall Plan; com- 
bined with these promises, they threaten violence 


and will try to undermine the Left from within. 


The decisive core of the produc- 


factories and fields, remain solid; 
without them, nothing can be ac- 
complished; but the masses, who 
are frightened and. misled by the 
power and the promises of the 
parties of capitalism, do not yet 
have the experience to show them 
that salvation lies with the Left.

Millions ef people 
must be wondering about the true character of a 
democracy, in which the Church intervenes in 
the polling booth, the police and the army are 
ready to nullify a “wrong vote,” and the United 
States threatens starvation and even warfare te 
a small nation if a majority votes the wrong way. 

Millions must be doing some fundamental think- 
ing about a democracy, in which all the cards are 
stacked in favor of the class which holds the aces— 
the Church, and the repressive machinery of the 


state.

S FOR THE RESULTS themselves: The parties 
which promise to make Italy a workable capi- 
talist country did not gain power last week-end; 
they have had undisputed power since last Spring. 
Neither did they gain very many votes from the 
Left, if any. They only re-arrange these votes 
among themselves. ä l 
For example, the Christian Democrats got 7,786, 
574 votes in June, 1946, and about 7,320,000 more were 
distributed among the older capitalist parties which 
revived after the defeat of fascism. It was from 
these parties that de Gasperi gained his additional 
Ave million votes as well as from the fact that 
the total vote increased from 24 million to 25,500,000. 
And this was made possible mainly by the promise 
of the same democratic reforms for which the So- 
cialists and Communists stand. There was thus 
a swing by the forces of capitalism toward the 
Christian Democrats as their main hope—a “left 
hope”—although the emergence of an outright fas- 
cist grouping of 525,000 should“alse be noted. 


T ABOUT the Left? In June, 1946, the So- 
cialists were a united party, and ran separately, 
getting 4,606,000 votes. The Communists got some 
what less: 4,204,000 votes. Together they had 8,- 
811,000. But in this election, a fraction of the So- 
cialist split away behind the American agent—Giu- 
Seppe Saragat, who rolled up 1,860,000 votes on his 
own ticket. | f 
Despite this fact, the united Left in this election 
received almost as large a popular vote as the di- 
vided Left two years ago: 8,025,990. In other words, 
the united Socialist-Communist ticket more than 
compensated for Saragat's defection—a remarkable 
achievement. ae 
There were, of course, shifts within the Left itself. 
There seem to have been losses in the north and 
some of the big cities, compensated however, by 
gains in the southern countryside. Qualltatively,

Right Wing Plans for 
Steel Union Convention 


ADMINISTRATION forces of the United 


Steelworkers of America are circulat- 
ing eight key resolutions in the locals 
which they want built up for passage at 
the union’s convention in Boston next 


month. The resolutions are in mimeographed form, 
with space left for a local number. 


Regional directors are putting the squeeze on 
the locals for the necessary steps. Undoubtedly the 
large number presented to the convention will be 
cited as the “will of the member- _ 6 
ship,” although discussion upon 
them is evident only in locals 
where progressive influence con- 
tinues. 

The eight resolutions are espe- 
cially interesting because they pro- 
vide an X-ray chart of the men- 
tality in CIO top circles.

W ONE declares 
that the convention cast a 
unanimous vote to draft Dwight (Ike) Eisenhower 
„on the Democratic ticket,“ and the steel union 
“assume leadership” in the movement to draft bim. 

Resolution 2 declares that the convention 
“ynanimously adopt the Marshall Plan.“ 

Resolution 3 would amend the constitution to 
forbid a Communist to hold office in the union or 
“to participate on any committees of the Interna- 
tional Union or local unions.” . 

Resolution 4 would increase the term of office 
in the international and local unions from iwo to 
four years because, it is stated, elections held as 
“frequently” as every two years are a “great expense” 
and they “result in strife and factionalism” and 
“even interfere with the orderly administration of 
the policies of the union.” 

Resolution -5 would not make it mandatory for 
USA locals to affiliate with CIO city and state coun- 
cils as required now, because those. councils have 
“proved to be breeding places for ideas, opinions, 
activities opposed to CIO policy.” 

Resolution 6 would cut down the number of dele- 
gates to USA conventions because it has “become 
more difficult to accommodate delegates.” 


Resolution 7 would increase dues to $2 monthly, 
with $1.25 of it going as per capita to the Inter- 
national. 

Resolution 8 would increase the salaries. of inter- 
national officers and board members.

THAT’S THE RIGHT WING program in a nut- 
shell, Some AFL unions have been under such a 
program for years. But it should be remembered 
that similar resolutions were railroaded through 
in their conventions only after considerable purg- 
ing, expulsions and suspension of progressives. 

The USA had been undergoing such preliminaries 
in the past couple of years. 

The suggestion in the Eisenhower and Marshall 
Plan resolution for a “unanimous” decision by the 
convention raises the question whether plans call 
for such an “enthusiastic” and “sponianeous” vote 
that opposition would be barred. Wallace support- 
ters are being elected from some very large locals. 

The strategy is to make the most of the red-

of all authors who have 
published books can’t earn 
enough from their books to live on. 
Ninty-eight percent of all published 
professional writers don't earn 


enough from their work to live on.! 
So says Edward Weeks, editor of 


Atlantic Monthly. Over 99 percent 


of all free-lance manuscripts re- 
ceived by Collier’s each year are 
rejected. Ninety percent of all books 
received by Harcourt, Brace are re- 
jected in 20 minutes. Ninety-nine 
percent of all plays written each 
year earn absolutely nothing for 
their authors.

Ring Toll Adds Up 


AT 9:14 A. M. the United Press ticker tapped out the 
latest ring fatality. Jackie Darthard, 19-year-old middle- 


weight, died in a Milwaukee hospital after an unsuccessful 
operation to relieve a brain blood clot received in the sixth round 
of his fight with Bert Lytell. A smashing right to the head, as the 
bell rang, was the last blow Darthard ever felt. He stayed on his 
feet till he got back to his corner, sat down, suddenly complained of 
a piercing headache, cried to his handlers that he was going blind, 
and slumped off his stool in a coma. He never came out of it. 


Milwaukee medical reports don't say whether Darthard suffered 
head injuries previous to the Lytell bout. If he had, it’s a sure thing 
nobody but himself and his handlers knew about it because the encel- 
opstaph machine hasn't been universally used in pre-bout examina- 
tions yet. Even now, only the Illinois and Pennsylvania Boxing Com- 
missions are making use of the new. ex-ray machine imperative for 
all fighters known to have taken bad beatings around the head. Here 
in New York, Eddie Eatan hasn't even indicated use of the head 
machine . - and one of these nights a New York ring will be scene 
for another of the tragedies-which are adding up at an alarming toll. 


HARD LUCK has dogged Bert Lytell’s heels for sometime now, 
but he isn’t thinking of that now. Dispatches from’ Milwaukee tell of 
Bert being all broken up about this latest tragedy. I can well imagine. 
Last time I spoke with Bert was in one of the tiny alcoves which 
serve for dressing rooms in Stillmans Gym. He's a quiet talented 
middleweight, rated No. 3 in the division, who has been jinxed in 
‘New York on the eve of several scheduled Garden main-events. Twice 
Bert found himself without a fizht when Jake LaMotta got hurt in 


training and couldn’t show up. Bert once fought a close contest with 


Sam Baroudi at St. Nicks, a few months before Baroudi went to his 
death in the fight with Ezzard Charles. 


When I last spoke with Lytell he was sharing the Stillmans dress- 
ing room with Beau Jack, then prepping for his comeback on the bad 
knee. As the three of us chatted that afternoon after Beau's workout, 
Lytell suddenly dent over, tenderly touched Beau’s knee and asked. 
“How’s it feel, Beau? All better now?” A soft-spoken, considerate kid 
is Lytell, and what he must be feeling now 1s painful to imagine. 
Much more sincere sorrow than Darthard’s managers, who were picked 
up by police for carrying concealed weapons: The better to protect 
their share of the purse, they told the police.

Not A Fight Too Soon 


WITH DARTHARD’S DEATH SO vividly fresh, it’s a little easier 
to read of Georgie Abrams’ announced retirement following kis TKQ 
to Anton Raadik the same night of the tragedy. Georgie, 30-years old 
and plainly washed up, told reporters after the fight. 


“I've got a headache. I don't even know what went on.”

Too many fight handlers are concerned only with the buck to be made 
by pushing a boxer off his stool and sending him into action.

Five years in the South Pacific 
never figured to help an over-age battler regain the lost touch. 
“Georgie hasn’t been right since he came back,” Dundee said yester- 
day, and this has been plainly clear to anyone who watched the old- 
timer in his last few Garden bouts. 


Abrams made it close with Marcel Cerdan in the Moreccan’s debut 
two ‘years ago, but he alse took a let of punishment in the process. 
I saw Ray Robinsen deal Abrams a severe body pounding for ten 
rounds . ., softening him up for the bitter six-round knockout he 
later suffered at the hands of Steve Belloise. 


This was the same Belloise whom Abrams had made a monkey 
of almost a year earlier in his first postwar’ attempt. When I asked 
Georgie to explain what happened the second time to see if he him- 
self understood the telltale signs of his knockout (the first he ever 
had chalked against him) Abrams wasn’t quite convinced yet. “I

Despite eye-witness testimony by 
Robert Ray, Negro Armour striker, 
that Barnes waved the truck to 
come on full speed while Cicardo 
was in its path, a coroner’s jury 
called the killing an “accident.” 

Armour & Co. today moved to get 
an injunction in Circuit Court here 
to prohibit mass picketing at its 
Zist St. soap works. It was at this 
plant that Cicardo was killed. 

In protest at the brutal killing, 
a group of Protestant ministers to- 
day joined the picket line before 
the plant, They bore signs de- 
nouncing Armour’s strikebreaking 
policy and the complicity of Chi- 
cago police. 

PREPARE FOR FUNERAL 

Meanwhile, unions plans moved 
forward for the huge memorial 
meeting Friday night and the mass 
funeral Saturday morning. Leaflets 


totaling 250,000 have been issued 
for these events. 

Packinghouse workers at all in- 
dependent plants not on strike will 
walk off the job Saturday morning 

‘for the funeral. 

At the coroner’s inquest, Captain 
Barnes maintained he was some 
distance to the rear of the truck 
at the time it ran down Cicardo. 

His testimony was contradicted 
by Ray, the union’s witness, who 
said he was five feet away from 
Cicardo when he was struck, and 
that Barnes was “in front of the 
truck telling the driver to g0 
straight ahead.” 

Belying Barnes’ statement that 
Cicardo had climbed on the side 
of the truck and fell off under its 
wheels, Ray declared that the dead 
striker was directly in front of the 
vehicle and “kept backing up from 
the truck as it was coming on.” 

It was the word of a Negro pack- 
inghouse striker against that of the 
police captain, and the coroner's 
jury, after two minutes delibera- 
tions, came out with the verdict 
that “we believe the death to be 
an accident.” 


DEMAND BARNES’ OUSTER
